Claims 1 to 12 meet the requirements of PCX Articles 33(2) - (4). None of the prior art documents, or obvious 
combination thereof, disclose a method or apparatus for assessing the cognitive aptitude of a subject by 
calculating the amplitude, phase and/or coherence of SSVEP responses of the subject and comparing them to 
responses obtained from individuals with high and/or low aptitudes.
